THANKS THOSE WHO 


HELPED SAVE HER LIFE

A PENSIONER from Burscough who 
was hit by a van wants to thank the 
people who “saved her life” by lifting 
the vehicle off her and dragging her to 
safety. 

Kathleen Culshaw, was hit by a van on 
Liverpool Road South near to the Bull 
and Dog pub in Burscough in April. 

The 70-year-old had to spend weeks in 
intensive care and the major trauma 
ward at Aintree Hospital following the 
incident, which happened shortly after 
noon on Saturday, April 2. 

Eyewitnesses reported how around 20 
people came to help her, lifting the 
vehicle off her and pulling her out. 

Kathleen suffered a number of serious 
injuries and had to be airlifted to hos- 
pital for treatment. 

Police appealed for witnesses and 


dashcam footage following the incid- 
ent. 

Kathleen said: “I would like to thank 
all the people who came to my aid. 

“Luckily, a nurse and a paramedic were 
driving past and stopped. They helped 
to save my life. 

“T also want to thank those people who 
lifted the van off me and that is why Iam 
still here. 

“They were quick to come and help 
someone. It was a selfless thing they did. 
I don’t know any of them. I’m emotional 
talking about it. 

“I really appreciate all the help that 
was given to me. 

“I don’t remember much from the 
incident. I can recall though that 
someone said get the air ambulance.” 

The pensioner said she sustained 
extensive injuries including pelvic, hip, 
lung, sternum, and rib injuries. 

She added: “It was a bad accident. I 
am waiting for occupational therapy 
and am on a walking frame at the 
minute. 

“Staff at Aintree Hospital were amazed 
by the way I have come through it. 

“I don’t remember very much of the 
first few weeks after the crash but I am 
feeling better now.”

A SENIOR Tory claims the Our West Lancashire 
group “prefer being in opposition rather than 
take on the responsibility for making decisions” 
after it turned down a chance to form a joint cab- 
inet to run the council. 

West Lancashire Conservative Group leader Cllr 
David Westley said this refusal to take up the offer 
resulted in a new Labour leader of the council and 
an all-Labour Cabinet. 

Cllr Westley said: “The OWL's decision was sur- 
prising as they were offered a joint administration 
with all decisions having to be made by consensus. 

“This would have given the OWLs the opportunity 
of implementing some of their election manifesto 

“T suspect the OWLs prefer to be in opposition as it 
is much easier to criticise those who have taken on 
the responsibility for taking the important and often 
difficult decisions that go with running the council. 

“But it does mean if you vote for the OWLs you get 
Labour. 

“Given that the outcome of the recent elections 
was a ‘hung’ council, I held discussions with both 
Labour and the OWLs. 

“Despite the OWL's unwillingness to share power, 
an agreement was reached with them which 
restricts the power of the Labour cabinet by secur- 
ing the chairmanship of important committees.

He added that led to the election of a Conservative 
Mayor, Cllr Marilyn Westley, who now holds the 
casting vote at full council meetings. 

The OWL group say Labour opposed any attempts 
to give any committee chairmanships to Conservat- 
ive or their own members. 

However, committee chairmanships were split 
among the three political groups after narrow votes 
on each occasion, some going to the casting vote of 
the new Mayor. 

Our West Lancashire group chairman, Councillor 
Adrian Owens said: “With many people struggling 
to make ends meet, councillors should be setting 
aside differences as much as possible and working 
together. It’s a pity that Labour and Conservative 
tribalism prevented that.” 

Council leader Yvonne Gagen disputed the claims, 
saying she had consulted with both the Tories and 
OWLs but never heard anything back from OWLS 
leader Cllr Owens. 

She said: “He didn’t even have the decency to 
respond back to me via email. Obviously he and the 
Conservative group had already done a deal. 

“My approach from the start was to have engage- 
ment with both political parties and continue to 
work together for the greater good of West Lan- 
cashire and our residents.

Daredevil volcano explorer 
set to star in new TV series 


Action-packed series features 
Chris leading film-makers on 
expeditions around world

A DAREDEVIL explorer from Ormskirk who spe- 
cialises in climbing down volcanoes is to star in a 
new TV programme. 

Volcano access specialist Chris Horsley will fea- 
ture in the show called Exploration Volcano which 
will start on the Dave channel on Sunday, June 5 at 
6pm. 

In the eight-part series, he will take a group of 
documentary filmmakers all over the world to 
explore volcanoes which have erupted. 

His expeditions have taken him from the rebel- 


held jungles of Congo to the lava-scorched towns of 
the Canary Islands; from Iceland’s glacial plains to 
Italy’s smoking archipelagos. 

Chris said: “It’s a pretty action packed series with 
expeditions out to Congo, Iceland, Italy and La 
Palma in some pretty testing and high stress envir- 
onments.” 

Chris has featured on a few documentaries but 
mainly his work has been behind camera with keep- 
ing film crews and scientists safe on some of the 
most active volcanoes on the planet. 

He added: “I’ve run expeditions to some of the 
most active craters in the world, and heading inside 
to collect liquid lava samples or look for undocu- 
mented microbial life forms called extremophiles 
which are found in some of the toughest environ- 
ments on the planet.” 

The 30-year-old started shooting the series in 
2019, but had to cancel just hours before heading 


out on a shoot to Ethiopia as the Covid 19 pandemic 
took hold. He resumed shooting last year and fin- 
ished everything early this year, so he’s “excited to 
finally see a release date.” 

Chris, who is currently living in Glencoe in the 
Highlands, said the most dangerous volcano he has 
visited is Mountt Nyiragongo, in the Democratic 
Republic of Congo. 

He added: “Tve just installed a new live stream 
camera and time-lapse camera for the local volcan- 
ology department that are heavily underfunded. 

‘Tm self-funding the camera project but looking 
for external sponsors to keep this new system oper- 
ational. I’ve also just started pushing a project for a 
rebuild of homes that were lost in the eruption, 
which I will be asking people to help fund through 
my CrowdFunding page. 

“I plan to go over to Congo to assist with the 
rebuild at the end of this year.”

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Students aim to 
tackle spiking

EDGE Hill University students will see some of their 
ideas on how to combat drink spiking, such as lids to 
put over the top of a drink, adopted by West 
Lancashire Police. 

BSc Marketing (Hons) students have worked to create 
campaigns highlighting the dangers of drink spiking 
and discouraging potential perpetrators. 

According to the Home Affairs Committee, improve- 
ments in reporting, investigating and prosecuting 
spiking incidents are urgently needed, to improve sup- 
port for victims and to act as a deterrent. 

Chief Inspector Chris Abbott, Detective Constable 
Jonathan Piearce-Swift, and Detective Sergeant Diane 
Higham visited campus to hear students’ ideas, along 
with Dave Mutch from Ormskirk Street Pastors - trained 
volunteers from local churches who offer reassurance, 
safety and support. 

Students proposed social media and poster campaigns 
focused on deterring people from spiking drinks in the 
first place. 

They have spoken to bars in Ormskirk to gauge interest 
in promoting safe drinking and encouraging measures 
to prevent spiking. Other potential initiatives included a 
reusable straw which would glow when coming into 
contact with a drink that has been spiked. 

One group suggested an app that would automatically 
track someone’s location on a night out, making it easier 
to retrace their steps in the event that their drink has 
been spiked, and another looked ata virtual reality video 
where students could use a headset to experience first- 
hand the symptoms of having their drink spiked. 

Dr Susie Marriott, senior lecturer in the Business 
School, said: “Drink spiking is an important issue for stu- 
dents and society as a whole. 

“Our fantastic students came up with some brilliant 
ideas to tackle drink spiking and everyone was really 
impressed with some of the innovative initiatives they

put forward. Thanks to West Lancashire Police for agree- 
ing to work with our students on this project.” 

Detective Sergeant Diane Higham from the Vulnerab- 
ility and Investigation unit at West Lancashire Police 
added: “This is a great opportunity for us to work first- 
hand with students, on what is an important issue 
around student safety. Students get to design and create 
material which is relevant to young people. 

“We're delighted that Edge Hill University is commit- 
ted to tackling this to make their campus a safe place to 
study, but also making students aware of how to stay safe 
when they are out and about. 

“We are looking forward to working with the Uni- 
versity to roll this out in time for Fresher’s Week later in 
the year.” 

Because it is hard to detect in taste, smell, or sight, the 
first signs that your drink may have been spiked is a 
change in how you feel. 

This could include: feeling nauseous; vomiting; loss of 
balance; confusion; unconsciousness; visual problems; 
and lower inhibitions.

Police force wants public 
to forward footage of 
suspected traffic offences 


LANCASHIRE police are asking for the public’s 
help to keep the county’s roads safe by requesting 
they submit evidence of suspected driving 
offences and anti-social driving through their 
‘OpSnap’ system. 

OpSnap - launched towards the end of last year - is 
a secure online portal where members of the public 
can easily upload and submit digital footage of sus- 
pected traffic offences they have witnessed. 

This includes potential evidence of dangerous driv- 
ing, driving without due care and attention, careless 
and inconsiderate driving, using a mobile phone, not 
wearing a seat belt, going through a red traffic light, 
going over solid white lines, and other offences 
where the driver is not in proper control of their 
vehicle. 

Since its launch OpSnap has had more than 600 
submissions and has seen more than 50% of drivers 
receiving a sanction, whether 
that be a warning, a fixed penalty 
and penalty points, a driver 
retraining course or prosecution 
through the Magistrates’ Court. 

Superintendent Damian Darcy, 
operations manager for tactical 
operations, said “We often 
receive comments and complaints from members of 
the public about dangerous and anti-social driving. 

“By using a system like OpSnap it allows us to 
effectively deal with digital footage of traffic

“Keeping our roads safe is everyone’s business and 
people can do their bit, not only by driving or riding 
in a safe manner but also by highlighting dangerous 
or inconsiderate driving they witness and capture on 
their dashcams.”

The secret lives of Avocets 


These stunning birds are such a joy to see in 
the summer, a symbol of wetlands! They are 
elegant black and white birds with long blue 
legs and a delicate upturned bill they flick 
from side to side through the water filtering 
out insects and small fish. At Martin Mere 
they breed on the Mere and on Woodend 
marsh but can be seen from almost every 
hide! 


The avocets arrive in February but don’t 
start to nest until May. The nest is a small 
scrape in the ground, they love the shingle 
islands on the mere as their eggs are very 
well camouflaged. In 2006 we only had 5 
pairs but the numbers have increased loads 
since then and this year we currently have 
29 pairs either with chicks or sat on nests. 


Avocets are not site faithful in their first 
year. They breed for the first time when they 
are 2 years old, they like to go travelling and 
have their first family away from their natal 


site and return the following year. Almost 
like they want to do some travelling before 


they settle down! 


Avocets normally lay 4 eggs they incubate 
them for 24 days then the chicks take around 
40 days to fledge. We've had our first eggs 
hatch this week and the parents and chicks 
are feeding really close to the Gordon 
Taylor hide and some visitors have taken 
very cute photos of the little bundles of fluff. 
The chicks can feed for themselves as soon 
as they’ve hatched and pick insects out of 
the muddy edges. The parents can be seen 
brooding them (keeping them warm) and 
warding off predators. Avocets do a broken 
wing display where they will pretend they 
have a broken wing and will lure predators 
away from their family fooling the predator 


that they are an easy meal.

EVERYONE from the ancient Egyptians to 
today’s Tik Tok obsessives adores cats - so a 
four-wheeled feline ought to do rather well. 

From next month you'll be able to get your 
order in for - and I’m not making this up - the 
Funky Cat, which was given its first UK public 
outing at last month’s Fully Charged show and 
goes on sale in the autumn. Normally, cats run 
on bowls of Whiskas but this one expects you 
to plug it into the mains every night - don't 
worry, nobody's going to call the RSPCA if 
you do. In return, it'll prowl around for 193 
emissions-free miles, although theres a risk 
some of those miles will be through other 
people’s back gardens. Dont worry too much 
about it going wrong, either, because the 
Funky Cat is covered by a warranty that lasts 
for nine lives. Sorry. Five years. 

The Funky Cat is a bit of an upstart in these 
parts but it comes to you from a company 
called ORA, better known in its Chinese 
homeland as Great Wall, who has previously 
dipped its toe in the water here with its pick- 
up trucks. It’s a five-door hatch that’s roughly 
the same size as Volkswagens ID3, and its 
maker reckons that so far more than 6000 of 
you have expressed an interest. 

It isn't tricky to figure out why, even if it’s 
a bit of an automotive unknown. It’s trying

the same trick that the Japanese and South 
Korean carmakers used when they originally 
set up shop here; by offering you more for the 
money. At £30,495 it’s nearly six grand cheaper 
than an ID3, and even on the base model 
youll get adaptive cruise control, 360-degree 
cameras, electrically operated front seats, an 
infotainment system that pairs up with Apple 
or Android, and wireless phone charging. 
Don't underestimate the fact that it looks 
good too - Vauxhall’s Corsa is fairly easy on 
the eye too, and it was 2021's best-selling car. 
I love the circular headlights, the neat little 
power bulges and the chrome-ringed inlets, 
and even though none of it’s strictly necessary 
on an electric car, it pulls it off. Its almost as 
though someone's managed to chuck a well- 
proportioned hatchback and a Porsche 911

What is domiciliary 
care? 


Domiciliary care is a type of care which 
allows you, or a loved one, to receive 
care in the comfort of your own home. 
Also referred to as home care, itis 
provided for those who need alittle 
extra help but may not require full 
time support. It involves a carer paying 
visits at certain times in the day to 
help support you with every aspect 

of your life, from personal care to 
household tasks and food preparation. 
These services are often delivered 

by aspecialist homecare agency who 
employ carers with specific training and 
expertise in providing care within the 
home.

Who is domiciliary 
care for? 


Every person is different, and so

To qualify for a grant you must be aged 
over 19 and be a home-owner, private 
tenant or housing association tenant 
and live in West Lancashire. 


You must also be disabled or have a 
long-term health condition that restricts 
your ability to carry out basic daily tasks 
such as bathing or getting up and down 
the stairs. An occupational therapist 

or trusted assessor will be asked to 
assess you in your home to determine 
the type of adaptations that you need. 


The grants are usually means tested 
but this is currently being waived so no 
financial assessments will be carried 
out. You will only be assessed based on 
your need for an adaptation.

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Personal Care 


As we age, some of the things we take 
for granted, such as our vision, hearing 
and personal hygiene can deteriorate 
and become more difficult to us to take 
care of. 


We must pay more attention to looking 
after our eyesight in older age. Lighting 
in the home can be an issue. At the age 
of 60, your eyes need three times the 
amount of light than they needed at 20 
years of age. To make the most of your 
lighting at home keep your windows 
clean and pull the curtains back as far 
as possible; consider replacing the 
curtains with blinds, which makes it 
easier to control the amount of light 
that comes into a room. Ensure stairs 
are well lit and use a flexible table lamp 
for reading or close work. Everyone 
aged 60 and over qualifies for a free 
NHS-funded sight test, every 2 years. 

A sight test checks your vision straight 
ahead, as well as your peripheral vision. 
The test also looks for age-related 
changes as well as eye conditions such 
as cataracts, age-related macular 
degeneration (AMD) and glaucoma, 
which can lead to sight loss. These 
conditions can be detected at an early 
stage, often before you've even noticed 
that anything is wrong.

Being a carer does not necessarily 
mean caring for someone 24 hours 

a day. A carer can be anyone who 
cares, unpaid, for a partner, family 
member or friend who due to illness, 
disability, a mental health problem or 
addiction cannot cope without their 
support. 


According to the NHS, if you 

perform any of the following, you 

are technically a carer: 

- Regularly look after someone 
because they are ill, elderly or 
disabled.

- Generally helping someone 
with washing, dressing or taking 
medicines. 

- Help with general tasks such as 
shopping, cleaning and laundry. 

- Help someone to pay bills and 
organise finances. 

- Provide emotional support to 
someone by keeping them 
company or watching them if they 
can't be left alone.

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Adaptations 
around the home 


There are many adaptations that 

can help make different parts of the 
home safer or more accessible. These 
range from putting in grab rails to more 
extensive projects such as installing a 
new bathroom or a stairlift. 


Bathroom adaptations: A bathroom 
can be transformed with the right 
adaptations.

Financial support 


Depending on your circumstances, you 
may be able to get help with the cost of 
home adaptations. Local authorities 
operate a variety of schemes to help 
those who are disabled or have limited 
mobility to continue living at home. 
The first step is always to request a 
free needs assessment from your local 
authority. During the assessment an 
occupational therapist (OT) will visit 
your home to see what alterations 
might help you to continue living there 
independently. This will enable them to 
gauge your needs and decide on what 
level of support you are entitled to. 


If the recommended adaptations are 
minor, or cost less than £1,000, social 
services often provide and fit these 
free of charge. However, if you've been 
allocated a personal budget to manage 
your own care, adaptations might be 
funded out of this. 


If the needs assessment recommends 
major adaptations (costing more than 
£1,000), youcan apply for a Disabled 
Facilities Grant (DFG) of up to £30,000. 
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Having conversations about the end 

of life can be difficult for anyone. This 

is especially true if we’re talking to 

or about people we love. At the same 
time, final arrangements are something 
that will have to be handled at some 
point and when a friend or loved one 
dies, or death is expected to take place 
soon, there are many details to take 
care of. By planning ahead of that time, 
loved ones can save each other a lot 

of stress during a time of grief and 
afford themselves peace of mind in the 
meantime. 


When you start making plans for the 
funeral of aloved one, it can be helpful 
to think through the following to ensure 
you're moving in the right direction.
